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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Amendment received January 5, 2005 has been acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The Claims are narrative and replete with errors. 
Some examples follow: 

Claims 1 , 2 and 4 are not written in proper claim language and format. 

Regarding claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 10, 16 and 17 the phrase "can send data", "can 
received data" and "can provide" renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear 
whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See 
MPEP§ 2173.05(d). 

Further in claim 1 , the recitation "exhibiting a work situation thereof is unclear. 

Also, in claims 1, 2, 4, and 10, the recitation "inclusive of said consumed amount 
of electric power thereof is unclear 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Yabutani et al. (6,775,595 B1 ). As best understood, Yabutani et al. discloses an electric 
appliance renting system having electric appliance communicating with a server thought 
a communication line (col. 3, lines 50-55), and is rented out inclusively of an electric 
power rate where a rental manager server include means for calculating a charge which 
is to be paid to the electric power supplying company (col. 4, lines 40-52). 

It is the Examiners position that the limitations "can send", "can received" and 
"can provide" are functional or intended use language. However, a recitation of the 
intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the 
claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed 
invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the function 
or intended use, then it meets the claim. In re Casey, 370 F.2d 576, 152 USPQ 235, 238 
(CCPA1967). 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed January 5, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 
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I. In resppnsejo applicants argument that Yabutani et aL does not discloses the 
communication of information in the manner recited in the claims nor the supply of rent 
information as defined for the information electric appliance", a recitation of the intended 
use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed 
invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from 
the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it 
meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, the intended use must result 
in a manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 370 F.2d 
576, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 312 F.2d 937, 939, 136 USPQ 458, 
459 (CCPA 1963). 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Yablonowski et al. discloses monitoring a lighting system for 
charging a fee to an end user. Aisa discloses a monitoring device that monitors 
household appliances selecting, picking up, organizing and storing diagnostic and/or 
statistical information. 

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
